Their expressed determination on 


this point coincided with mounting 
indications that only a last-minute 
ompromise could save another sec- 
tion aimed at strengthening, 'the 
enforcement of all civil rights. 


All sides seemed to be in agree- 


ment, however, that an old Recon- 
struction era law permitting the 
President to use the armed forces 
to carry out court orders in civil 
rights cases should be repealed. 


Senators 
Knowland 
(R-Calif) 


and Humphrey (D-Minn), leaders 
in the night for the civil rights 
bill, joined in offering an amend- 
ment to do this,. The amendment 
is expected to be voted on during 
the day. 


Adoption of this 
amendment 


would be the first Senate change 
in the bill passed by the House. 


It also would represent a con- 


cession to' Southern senators Who 
protested that, under the wording 
of the bill, the old troop-authority 
law could be used to force school 
integration and other mixing of 
the races on the South "at bayonet 
point." 


The bill's supporters replied that 


President Eisenhower had made 
clear there was no intention of 
using troops to enforce the Su- 
preme Court's school desegregation 
decision. 


They accused the Southerners of 


throwing up a "smoke screen" ar- 
gument, but they said they had no 
objection to repealing the old law. 


In the Senate debate so far, the 


principal controversy has centered 
about Part 3 of the bill.

same night that Dr. Sam's wife, Marilyn, was killed in her Cleveland 
suburban home. Sheppard, who protested his innocence, is serving a 
life sentence for her slaying.

Thermometers bubbled past 
the 100-degree mark in

cities, including Baltimore, Wash- 
ington and Philadelphia. 


The 103 reading at Baltimore 


was near the record 101 for the 
date. Washington sizzled in 101 
heat, the highest reading in the 
nation's capital in three years. 


The millions in New Yorlc City 


felt just as hot with a torrid 97.3 
degrees, and in Wilmington, Del., 
the mercury registered 102.

Readings in the 90s were gen- 


eral in many other sections of the 
country and high humidity added 
to the discomfort. 


Michigan reported 21 persons 


drowned over the weekend, while 
in New York there were 10 drown - 
ings. There were at least 3 each 
in Illinois and Colorado and 2 in 
New Jersey.

plant operator, were in the front 
seat.

"The Importance of Overweight," she writes, "Quite often food has 
been offered by the mother as a substitute for love and emotional 
satisfaction." 


If we insert food into Frank whenever he feels hurt or discour- 


aged, he begins to equate comfort with food. As he's hungry foi 
a non-matenal intake of our respect and confidence, it can't feec 
him. 
But with no experience in true comfort, he seeks the onls 


kind he's known. And begins to develop a morbid, unending crav- 
ing for food that leads to overweight. 


A hurt child can no more find real comfort in the grocer's mer- 


chandise than he can in the merchandise of the liquor store.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Current Senate performance over civil 
" rights legislation is generally regarded as futile and time- 
wasting. 


In another sense, however, it is the most important piece of 


unfinished business before Congress. 


The reason is that the civil rights bill has to be got out of the 


way before anything else can be done. 


When Eisenhower administration leaders let it be known earlier 


this year that they would like to get civil rights through Congress 
before the school aid bill was taken up, a lot of old-timers in 
Washington thought it was a crazy idea. 


They foresaw accurately what would happen. The House would 


pass it. The Senate would bog down in weeks of debate. The result 
would be a do-nothing Congress. 


As a matter of hindsight and second guessing, this program may 


turn out to be not such a bad bet 
For a first-step civil rights bill 


has a chance to get through the Senate this year, 


NOBODY CAN MAKE a flat prediction about it. There are too7 


many gimmicks the shrewder, more ruthless Southern Democratic 
leaders can put over to sidetrack or block, as they have always 
been abje to do in the past. 


These Southern strategists could even give Russian diplomats a 


few pointers on stalling. 


But they are fighting a losing, rear guard action against the 


coalition of Northern Democrats and Republicans. 


Eventually they are doomed to lose and they know it. 
What comes out finally may not be the first-step Eisenhower-' 


Brownell bill to guarantee voting rights. There may be compro- 
mises or watering down of it. 


But if any kind of a civil rights bill is passed by this Congress 


and signed by the President, it will get this item off the congres- 
sional calendars. This will clear the way for action on many other 
pieces of much-needed legislation. 


THE LIST is really formidable. 
^u~=rr- 


Most important is the school construction bill. It was killed last 


year by a fight over antidiscrimination amendments. 


Next most important is probably the federal elections reform 


bill, for which there is a real need next year. • 


The question of presidential disability regulations would also1 


seem to rate highest priority. 


Statehood for Alaska and Hawaii, liberalization of the McCarran- 


Walter immigration act, easing of restrictions on the admission of 
refugees and clarification of the status of Hungarian refugees are 
other civil rights matters deserving more attention. 


ON TEE PRESIDENTS standing list of recommendations to 


Congress are increased minimum wage coverage, federal aid to 
depressed areas, increased postage rates and admission of the 
United States to the Organization for Trade Cooperation. 


Congressional measures which the Eisenhower administration 


has opposed include a federal atomic power program, the Hells- 
Canyon dam hydroelectric power project, a two billion dollar pay 
increase for postal workers, and a compreoensire excise tax reform 
bill wh>h will probably be lost behind Senator Byrd's Finance 
Committee investigation of fiscal policy.
